The history of the great Civil War 
will nevet be complete until alt of the 
incidents, pathetic aod otherwise, 
which were witnessed by the private 
soldiers, have been reduced to pilot 
and thns preserved. With the pass- 
ing of the old soldier very many 
things will be repeated, with a great 
deal added thereto, which will be 
handed down by tiadition aa things 
tbat occurred during the War ol the 
Rebellion. This will, perhaps, be to, 
some extent, pardonable because ol 
the intense patriotism and heroism 
displayed by the men who fought the 
battles oi the Union from '61 to ’65. 

The battle ol Pittsburg Landing, 
commonly spoken of aa the battle of 
Shiloh, has Inrnlslied many instances 
which have been told and re-to.d. 
Some of them have found their way 
into print. That great battle, per- 
haps the greatest iought by. the 
Western Army, was Iought on the 
foh and 7th days of April, 1862, un- 
der the command of Generai Grant. 
Whether or rot the Union Army 
was anrprised is a question that will 
probably be discussed for all time to 
come. It is well known, however, 
that on Sunday morning the enemy 
npproached the Union lines in gieat 
lorce and all through that day drove 
the Federal troops back in the direc- 
tion of the river or landing. I have 
been at the battle ground twice since 
the War and I am only astonished 
that Grant's army was not driven 
into the Tennessee river by the over 
whelming force against them 

A comrade who was in the battle 
and waa wounded the first day related j 
to me an incident which ilinatrates 
the patriotism of the young men of 
that day. This story, I am led to be- 
lieve, ia true, because the comrade 
who related it to me I have found to 
be a truthful man. 

Late in the afternoon on Sunday, 
this comrade was wounded and left 
upon the battle field. When the bat- 
tle ceased at night he, with many 
others, were still lying where they 
had fallen, and it began to rain very 
hard. Along about midnight be 

a vqjc*-. which Bounded very 
mnch like the voice of a woman. It 
was raised in song and the person 
waa singing the famllar hymn: 

*' ok elea to lu. of Hearm. 

Wbn I mn rfflM to die. 

KiifT iMtnpcB uf hoi/ iwliwjr, 

To wall m/ (ual on high." 

After singing that stanza, the com- 
rade, who waa listening, recognized 
it as the voice ol a boy. Being near, 
he began to crawl to him on his 
hands and knees; thinking he might 
aid or comfort him some. Aa he ap- 
proached him the boy continued sing- 
ing: 

"Around mj dyltwr Iwd. 

Icfft one tweet ton* he (riven. 

Let in title cheer me luat on eurth. 

And greet me Aral In Heaven." 

A* this stanza waa being sung the 
comrade continued to advance towrad 
the boy. When very near to him a 
little ravine Intervened, in which 
there was a stream of water. Here 
the comrade stopped to bathe his own 
fevered brow and again the voice 
arcae In song: 

"Aronad mj lifffleee day. 

Attrnible thoat I lov**. 

Ami alnir of Hravau. ildlffhtful Ilaavrn, 
My jflurluaa home above." 

By this time the comrade had reach- 
ed the boy and placing his hand upon 
bis heart found bim still in death. 
His spirit had ascended to that home 
of which he bad just been singing. 

The patriotism ol tbat day waa the 
outgrowth of such teaching upon the 
part of the loyal, Christian mothers oi 
the North. He, of whom this inci- 
dent ia related, was a drummer boy ot 
an Ohio regiment, scarcely twelve 
years of age, who had been npon the 
battle field during the bloody strug- 
gle ol that day. 

When they gathered up the dead, 
bis tody waa also found and buried 
with the rest. After the Government 
took charge of the National Cemetery 
at that place and collected the bodies, 
the little boy was buried near the 
west gate. There, under a little 
mound, his body lies and at the head 
of the grave has been erected a monu- 
ment of cannon balls, as emblematical 
of hia heroism and loynltv to the 
i country for which be died. 



"There waa a time in the liie of the 
confederacy," aaid the Southern colo- 
nel, "when we had ao little regard tor 
the North, or ao much for ourselves, 
that we didn't think a roll oi green- 
backs waa worth any more than a roll 
of wall paper. Out of thta feeling 
grew a very pretty little romance 
which began In Holly Springs, Mias , 
and ended at lha Filth Aveane hotel 
in New York City. 

"I we* a >oung lellow of tke en- 
thusiastic sort that believed utterly In 
the final success of our cause, and 
when in 1861 Van Dora swung round 
into Holly Sptlnga and captured 
Grant's money and stores I waa on 
band with the boys, whooping It up 
In great ahs|ie. Among the articles 
captured was a big lot ol greenbacks. 
$2,010 000 nr fj ooo.noo, more or 
leaa, and we had plenty ot it. 

“I had about $31,000 In my saddle 
bags that I was taking along with 
me aa souvenirs. It wasn't good lor 
anything else, in my opinion, bnt it 
was worth carrying along lor that, aa 
part ol it waa in$i,o»o bills and 
didn't take up ranch room. 

"I knew a pretty girl near Holly 
Springs, and I incidentally called 

0 t her. We had a good deal to say 
abont the success of oar arms, and aa 
a little remembrancer I got out one of 
my thonsand-dol'ar greenbacks and 
••tuck it in her autograph album, 
writing my name and the date below 
the bill. I don't suppose there is a 
picture page in any of the best illus- 
trated magazines of to-day that repre- 
sents $r,ooo in cash, as did that illus- 
tration I put In that girl's album. 

"Later I rode out to our camp, 
some mllei away, and, putting up 
ray horse, I adjourned to the banks 
of a little stream near by and was 
po nlng my aoul out through a flute. 
There waa only a smell bunch ol our 
men, and we weren't thinking much 
about Yankee soldiers. I know I 
wasn't. 

"I wasn't even thinking about my 
saddle bags lull ol money which were 
lying nndey a convenient tree, where 

1 had hrown them 1 was thinking 
about the girl Suddenly there was 
a row and a ruction, anfl a troop of 
Yankee cavalry had iwu- ped down 
on as. 

"There war no time given far prep- 
aration, and thinking only ot how to 
get away. I made a grab for my horae 
and without raddle nr bridle, and 
guided only by hia halter, I cat ont 
through the woods. The saddle baga 
I lr It under the tree; also the flute, 
and I haven't played the flute alnce. 
How I got away I don't know, but I 
did, and that waa ail I had in mind 
just then. I reckon those Yankees 
knew what to do with the saddle 
bags. 

"The next chapter begins long af- 
ter the war, only abont ten years ago. 
In fact, and I hadn't seen tbs girl in 
nil that time One day I was passing 
along in front of the Fith Avenue ho- 
tel when a gray -haired man, standing 
near the door, stopped me. I didn't 
know who he waa, and he begged my 
pardon and asked it my name wasn’t 
Stuart. I told him that waa my first 
name, and gave him my last name 
Then he grabbed me. 

" 'Yon saved me and my family,' 
he aaid, putting his arms abont me 
and steering me toward the bar. 
'We'll have a drink and I'll tell yon 
about it. You don't know how glad 
I am to see jott.'

We take pleasure 
in placing before our readers a vindi- 
cation of Jailer Ashby and other offi- 
cials connected with the Owensboro 
Jail by citizens of Daviess county 
who are reputable and worthy the 
confidence of the public. 

In this issue of The Refublican 
will be found the announcement of 
Judge B. L. D. Gufly for re-election 
te the office of Judge of the Appellate 
Court for the Second Judicial District 
of Kentucky subject to the action of 
the Republican party.
